School was chartered 1686; opened 
1687 with three teachers and 55 
students. The first state 'Supported 
Institution of higher education 
for blacks, school gained funds 
from legislature for building and 
teachers, and from Frankfort city 
council for site and clearing of 
grounds. Ky. State accredited as 
four year college in 1931; achieved 
university status in 197Z. Over. 





KENTUCKY STATE UNIVERSITY 

John H. Jackson, before becoming 
first president of college, headed 
black teachers' assoc. in Ky. and 
promoted establishment of schools 
for instruction of black teachers. 
His efforts led to legislation 
founding college which became Ky. 
State. He served 1887-98 and 
1907-10. First permanent building. 
Jackson Hall, was named for him. 
Hall listed on National Register.

An interview with Prof. Archie L. Surratt 



Thorobred: When and 
how did you come to Ken- 
tucky State? 

Prof. Surratt: In 1948 I 
was in graduate school at 
Michigan State University 
and was just completing 
my Master's degree. I had 
considered police work, 
but I was in the Graystone 
Ballroom in Detroit, and a 
policeman asked some fel- 
lows very politely to stop 
blocking some steps. Well, 
as he turned to go down 
the steps, they threw Coke 
bottles at him. I changed 
my mind after that. 

Dean Bradford was then 
told by someone of me as a 
possibility to fill a position 
in the science department. 

Thorobred: You've been 
quoted often as saying, 
"You're too early for to- 
morrow's class and too late 
for today's." Why is getting 
to class on time so impor- 
tant? 

Prof. Surratt: If they're 
allowed to, everyone will 
find an excuse to come to 
class late. Why print a time 
to start if we're not going 
to go by it? 



Thorobred: What 
changes have you seen 
take place in the university 
since your arrival? 

Prof. Surratt: When I 
came, everything was seg- 
regated. The campus, the 
two guest rooms in McCul- 
lin Hall in particular, al- 
ways served as motel to 
travelers. There was more 
togetherness, and concern 
of faculty for one another. 
Everyone knew everyone. 

Thorobred: What have 
been your most important 
accomplishments at KSU? 

Prof. Surratt: To have 
helped to redirect the 
thinking of a large number 
of students. Many have 
graduated and gone on to 
pursue advanced and ter- 
minal degrees at other in- 
stitutions. 

Thorobred: How did 
you come to choose your 
field of study? 

Surratt: I was always 
sort of curious about 
things. I had some really 
outstanding teachers in a 
number of basic science 
classes, who I'm sure influ- 
enced my decision. 



Thorobred: What has in- 
spired and motivated you 
to accomplish what you 
have? 

Prof. Surratt: A cousin 
who taught me in the Fifth 
and Sixth grades, and her 
brother who attended Rust 
College in Mississippi. 
They were very inspira- 
tional and good role mod- 
els. 

Thorobred: What do 
you see as KSU's role over 
the next 100 years? 

Prof Surratt: To do what 
we do well now even bet- 
ter, and to a greater extent. 
Better public relations, im- 
provements in the area of 
instruction, providing more 
individual attention to the 
problems and difficulties 
encountered by our stu- 
dents are all necessary here 
at the university in the next 
100 years. 

Thorobred: What advice 
would you give to stu- 
dents? 

Prof. Surratt: Be the 
best that you can be. Re- 
member that anything 
worth doing is worth doing 
well.

Kentucky Governor J. Proctor Knott on May 18, 1886 ratified legislation that established the State Normal School for Col- 
ored Persons. The promise that the occasion held, first for young black Kentuckians in the late 19th century, has alternately 
grown and diminished over the past 100 years. But thousands of persons — the institution's faculty, staff, administrators, 
students, trustees, regents, and alumni, as well as state education leaders, legislators, governors, and many friends in 
Kentucky and elsewhere — have left an indelible, strengthening stamp on what in 1986 is Kentucky State University. And 
what began as a rare educational opportunity for a racial minority has become an open educational opportunity for persons 
of all cultures and races. Past and present make Kentucky State University one of Kentucky's truly historic and important in- 
stitutions of higher learning.

100 years ago, a college was formed 
in Kentucky for colored persons 




In 1886, Frankfort celebrated its cen- 
tennial anniversary. Celebrants from 
throughout Kentucky and the nation 
came to join the festivities. 

It was into this setting that the Ken- 
tucky State Normal School for Colored 
Persons was born, founded as a result 
of an act passed by the Kentucky legis- 
lature and signed by Governor J. 
Procter Knott on May 18, 1986. 

The 4,000 residents of Frankfort at 
that time, many of whom had vivid rec- 
ollections of the Civil War and who 
were swept up in the euphoria of the 



city's centennial celebrations, were 
keenly interested in having the new in- 
stitution located in their town. Toward 
that end, the city donated $1,500 — a 
considerable amount in 1886 dollar — 
and a site on a scenic bluff over looking 
the town. 

In 1887, Recitation Hall (now Jack- 
son Hall), the college's first building, 
was erected. With John H. Jackson as 
president, the new school opened in Oc- 
tober with three teachers and 55 stu- 
dents. 



Dr. E. E. Hume introduced the state legislation that established the Ken- 
tucky State Normal School for Colored Persons. 




Major dates in KSU history 

August 30, 1890: Designated a land-grant institu- 
tion. 

March 1, 1939: Received initial accreditation by the 
Southern Association of Colleges and Schools. 
July 1, 1972: Upgraded from college to a university 
by the state of Kentucky. 

January 10, 1973: Began offering its first graduate 
program. 

January 13, 1983: Assigned mission as Kentucky's 
liberal studies — oriented public university. 




The Normal Institute evolved 
beyond training teachers 
early in its history. 



In 1890, the institution became a 
land-grant college and the departments 
of home economics, agriculture and 
mechanics were added to the cirricu- 
lum, changing it from primarily a teach- 
er's college. In the spring of that year, 
the school produced its first graduates, 
a class of five. 

In 1902, the name was changed to 
Kentucky Normal and Industrial Insti- 
tute for Colored Persons. The name 
was changed again in 1926 to Kentucky 
State Industrial College for Colored 
Persons, and in 1938, the school was 
named the Kentucky State College for 
Negroes. In 1952, the term "for Ne- 
groes" was dropped. The institution be- 
came Kentucky State University in 
1972, and in 1973, the first graduate 
students enrolled in its School of Public 
Affairs.

Although many Kentucky State 
graduates have been successful in their 
chosen fields, the late Whitney M. 
Young, Jr. — for whom the College of 
Leadership Studies is named — is prob- 
ably the most noted and recognized of 
the University's alumni in recent histo- 
ry. Other noted graduates of Kentucky 
State include H. C. Russell, Jr., a vice 
president of the Pepsi-Cola Company, 
Charles Anderson, Jr., the first black 
legislator in a southern state since the 
Reconstruction period; Ersa Hines Pos- 
ton, former vice-chairperson of the U.S. 
Merit Systems Protection Board; Gil- 
bert McCarty, commissioner of the 
Kentucky Department of Insurance; 
Bailus Walker, Jr., Massachusetts' com- 
missioner of public health; George Wil- 
son, secretary of the Kentucky Correc- 
tions Cabinet; Ivan Mefford, a noted 
brain-chemistry researcher; Harrison B. 
Wilson, president of Norfolk State Uni- 
versity; and Luther Burse, president of 
Fort Valley State College. 

A Kentucky State program believed 
to be unique in public higher education 
in the United States commenced in fall, 
1983. It is that of the Whitney M. 
Young, Jr. College of Leadership Stud- 
ies. In the liberal arts college with high 
admission standards, students under- 
take an intensive curriculum based 
upon selected masterworks of litera- 
ture, philosophy, science, and the arts 
taught under the tutorial method.

The Centennial Year saw one cam- 
pus landmark fall to the wrecking ball, 
only to be reincarnated as the Rufus B. 
Atwood Agricultural Facility. 

Atwood Hall, the dormitory that 
housed a generation-plus of KSU men, 
could not be preserved cost-effectively. 
It was torn down. The old Underwood 
Cafeteria became available for renova- 
tion when the new cafe was constructed 
a year ago. It has been transformed into 
a modern facility for the Community 
Research Service.

Over the past 25 years, the Universi- 
ty enrollment has nearly tripled, the fac- 
ulty has more than doubled, and 23 new 
structures have been added to the 309- 
acre campus. 

Under the direction of its ninth presi- 
dent, Raymond M. Burse, a graduate of 
Centre College and Harvard University 
Law School and a Rhodes scholar, Ken- 
tucky State has again changed its mis- 
sion and role in Kentucky's public high- 
er education system. 

As part of a mission prescribed by 
the state Council on Higher Education, 
in 1986 KSU has become Kentucky's 
unique, small, liberal studies university. 
The institution is to excel as a small 
school with the lowest undergraduate 
student-faculty ratio (presently 13-1) 
among the state's public institutions, 
deliver a liberal studies curriculum, 
meet the educational needs of area stu- 
dents through a community college pro- 
gram, serve the needs of state govern- 
ment employees, and maintain an inter- 
institutional graduate center. It also has 
cooperative extension and research 
functions as an 1890 land-grant institu- 
tion.

There's work to do! 



Learning about work takes 
many forms. One of the most 
basic forms is the federal work- 
study program administered 
by the Financial Aid Office. 
Students are employed in var- 
ious campus activities ranging 
from clerical duties to manual 
labor. The jobs frequently have 
little bearing on an intended 
major, but they do teach the 
skills of reliability, punctuality 
and many other positive work 
habits. 

The work helps the universi- 
ty function smoothly, while al- 
lowing students to defray part 
of their college expenses. 

Guests visit the university 
frequently in a variety of set- 
tings. Some attend classes to 



explain their work and stimu- 
late students' curiosity. Others 
meet informally with students 
outside of class. 

The office of Counseling and 
Placement helps students ap- 
ply their academic interests to 
jobs and careers beyond the 
university. The placement of- 
fice sponsors job fairs where 
employees and students may 
discuss the students' aspira- 
tions and qualifications. 

Dial-A-Job is a program that 
matches local employers and 
students seeking temporary 
work. 

Cooperative Education is a 
program where students re- 
ceive academic credit for work 
in their major areas of interest. 
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In January, new furniture was moved into Young Hall with the help of student labor. Every day, the cafeteria 
requires student workers.

If the seeds of football success had 
been planted, they are either for a bi- 
ennial crop, or they, lacked the proper 
cultivation. The seeds for Kentucky 
State were a variety of talented, sizea- 
ble athletes, but there was no crop of 
winners, however. There was some 
talk, at season's end, of scrapping the 
entire program.

100 years' service 

to the 
commonwealth 
is marked in 1986 



On a bright, cold January morning, 
the university community paused to 
note that Kentucky State University 
was 100 years old. President Raymond 
M. Burse said the Centennial year at the 
university would be "an opportunity to 
recognize where the university has 
been, celebrate its past and present, 
and look forward to the next 100 
years." 

The Stars and Stripes, the state flag 
and the university's centennial flag were 
raised in the light morning breeze. The 
centennial flag is a dark green banner 
with the university seal bracketed by 
the word "Centennial" and the date, 
1986, below. 

After the flag was raised, the Alma 
Mater was played on the university's 
new carillion chimes installed in Hume 
Hall. Hume Hall itself was nearing com- 
plete renovation, and would open in the 
summer. 

The crowd of around 300 sang the 
Alma Mater and stood in the cool air for 
about 30 minutes as the president and 
others noted the occasion. Other speak- 
ers included Dean Leonard Slade, the 
Rev. Herman Bowers, and SGA Presi- 
dent Cuttie W. Bacon IV. The university 
Concert Choir sang.

In Frankfort, the Kentucky State University Student Gov- 
ernment Association sponsored "The March of Times" to at- 
test to Dr. King's mission. Beginning at the Carl M. Hill Student 
Center, the marchers snaked through campus and into Frank- 
fort where they assembled on the Capitol steps. 

SGA President Cuttie W. Bacon IV said, "This is the univer- 
sity's and the student body's way of saying, 'the dream lives on 
in all of us.' " 

Other events took place. There was a service in First Corin- 
thian Baptist Church. President Burse presided, and the Gos- 
pel Ensemble sang. 

That week, the city also renamed the road from the East- 
West Connector to the gate of Kentucky State University, "Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. Blvd."
